I know that you are eager to have some clarity with regard to your 
future. After much thought, prayer, and consultation, I feel I am ready 
to write you the following letter. We can discuss its contents, if you 
wish. It is not an easy letter to write, but 1 know you want me to be 
up front with you about the future, I want to do what is best for the 
whole Catholic community and not shirk that responsibility. At the same 
time I do not want to violate your rights as a priest in the Church. 

I have to begin by stating that I do not see how I can assign you to 
any pastoral ministry in the future. I do not want to spell out the 
reasons in this letter, but will do so in another confidential memo to our 
attorney, Matt Flynn, so that it will enjoy the privileges of client- 
attorney confidentiality . 

Reluctantly, in response to the pastoral needs of our Faith com- 
munity, and in virtue of my authority as diocesan bishop (c. 381, #1), I 
formally place upon you the following obligations upon reception of this 
letter: 

1. To refrain from ail unsupervised contact with minors. 

2. To cease until further notice all public ministry including the 
celebration of Mass, except in a private setting with only 
another priest or priests in attendance . The celebration of any 
other sacraments will require my explicit permission in each 
case. Until further notice the faculty to hear confession is 
revoked, except when there is a case of a penitent being in 
danger of death. 

3. To avoid ail places, persons, and situations that, from past 
experience, have been occasions of serious temptation in the 
area of sexual morality. 

In the meantime, 1 have informed the Vicar for Clergy that the 
following would be paid to you to take care of your physical needs: your 
monthly salary, plus $650.00 monthly living expenses, and insurance 
coverage.

You have a right to due process in the determination of your exer- 
cise of ordained ministry in the future, but I have the responsibility to 
ensure the good of the community and preclude scandal regarding the 
exercise of ministry. In order to balance these rights and responsi- 
bilities, I have determined that we need to undertake a formal process to 
decide whether or not you will be declared impeded from the exercise of 
orders in the future in accord with canon 1044, #2, n.2. If later it 
seems wisest to me to proceed toward a canonical dismissal from the 
priesthood > I will be in touch with you, so that again your rights will be 
safeguarded. If you voluntarily decide to leave the priesthood, then, of 
course, these provisions and this process will not be necessary. That is 
another matter and would entail another letter on my part to you to 
outline how that departure can best take place for your good and that of 
the diocese. 

So that you have, however, an understanding of what the process 
will entail regarding the future exercise of ministry > let me summarize the 
steps and procedures that will be used. The process will involve an 
investigation into the facts , a judgment of whether the impediment exists, 
and, if so, then a declaration stating that the law itself prevents the 
exercise of orders. 

The process will have two parts to it: the investigation into the 
facts, and the subsequent judgment and declaration. The process may be 
conducted in either a judicial or administrative fashion . While the 
decision whether to use the judicial or administrative process rests with 
me as the diocesan bishop, I am willing to receive your input regarding 
which process you would prefer. I know these are complicated canonical 
issues, but they are meant to protect all of us and there is no way we 
can avoid them. 

The judicial process can utilize either the oral contentious process 
(cc. 1656-1670) or the ordinary contentious process (cc. 1501-1655). The 
Tribunal would be involved in accord with usual procedural norms » 

The administrative process is less cumbersome, but, nonetheless, 
provides for appropriate protection of your rights. The following steps 
would be used in an administrative process:

inquiry to assist me in my investigation and decisionmaking. 

2. Information necessary to arrive at a conclusion will be gathered 
by me, while you may also introduce materials in your awn 
defense. 

3. Upon completion of the gathering of all of this information > you 
and your advocate will have the opportunity to review 
everything and present a defense » 

4. The Consultors will review the Information with me and assist 
me in determining whether or not there is sufficient evidence to 
proceed to a decision or if additional investigation is needed. 

5. Ultimately, I will have to make the decision, based on the 
information provided in the process, of whether or not the 
existence of the impediment has been proven; and I will issue 
that decision to you in writing, stating the facts and reasons 
which have led to a positive or negative judgment. 

In reaching my decision I will choose and consult with an expert in 
the field of psychology. I would like that consultant to have available 
any records relating to your situation. If you would sign a release for 
such records, we will be able to gather the necessary information. A 
release form is enclosed for that purpose. If you are unwilling to make 
these records available, we will have to rely only on records and reports 
which are already in the public forum. I am not certain that these latter 
materials in isolation from more detailed reporting will serve your best 
interests. 

Obviously as this process is under way, you should avail yourself of 
all necessary personal, spiritual, and canonical assistance. I would 
encourage you to continue seeking the psychological counseling services 
you may need. 

In addition, I believe it is essential that you be in contact with a 
good spiritual director. If you do not presently have such a director, I 
certainly would advise you to get one.

Finally, it is of paramount importance that you have at your disposal 
a canonical expert to serve as your advocate. Lest there be any taint of 
conflict of interest, I would advise that you take on the services of a 
canonist from outside the diocese > If you would like a list of canon 
lawyers who could serve in this capacity, the Chancery Office is ready to 
provide such a list to you. You are, of course, free to choose a canonical 
advisor on your own; but according to existent law, if they are to act as 
a formal advocate within the diocese, I would have to approve them. If 
you cannot afford the services of a canonical advisor, arrangements can 
be made for the diocese to cover expenses and reimburse their diocese or 
employer for their services here. 

I would like to hear from you m writing within three weeks of recep- 
tion of the copy of the letter to our attorney that will contain specific 
details of the reasons why I feel I cannot assign you to pastoral ministry 
in the future. In your response, please state your input on the process 
to be utilized. At that time you can forward the release form for your 
records or indicate your decision that we proceed without that information. 
You may also notify me at that time of the name of the canonist who will 
serve as your advocate and whether it would be necessary for our dio- 
cese to provide funding for those services. 

I know these are trying times for you, as they are for all of us. 
We all want to do what is right for the good of the Church. At the same 
time we want to respect the rights of ail. These concerns may seem to 
conflict, but we must all do our best. I hope this letter is clear and 
helpful about how we must proceed and what options there are in those 
procedures. I am sure you know that it was difficult to write this letter 
and that I do so with much sorrow. I can imagine how you must feel!

I am sorry for the delay in writing to you. I had hoped that the 
National Conference of Catholic Bishops' Committee on Canon Law would 
issue their guidelines on how bishops should deal with delicate questions 
on allegations of sexual misconduct before we needed to proceed on this 
matter locally. The Conference has not yet finished its work in this re- 
gard. I do not believe it is just for you to have to remain indefinitely 
in a state of limbo regarding your canonical status and priestly ministry. 
Therefore, It seems best that we proceed with a consideration of your 
situation, 

I am enclosing a copy of a letter to our diocesan attorney. In that 
letter I have tried to state succinctly the allegations that have been made 
against you and which could affect your ability to minister in the future, 
I must make a decision regarding whether or not you are able to exercise 
your priestly ministry in light of whether or not these allegations are 
proven to be true. While the final decision on a process to be pursued 
rests with me, I request that you respond to me by late January stating 
your preference whether I use a judicial or administrative process as 
outlined in my previous correspondence with you. The results of the in- 
vestigative and decision-making processes will determine whether or not 
you will be able to exercise ministry in the future. If you elect volun- 
tarily to pursue the process for dispensation from priesthood and its 
obligations, I will meet with you to work out the best procedure for you 
and your future. In the meantime, the restrictions placed upon your 
ministry remain in effect. 

These are not easy moments for any of us. I want to do what is 
fust for you, but also what is best for the whole Catholic community.

To assist at marriages within the boundaries of the parish to which 
you are assigned (c. 1111) 

To dispense, even in cases which are not occult, all marriage 
impediments which the local ordinary may dispense when 
the need for the dispensation is discovered after everything has 
been prepared and the marriage cannot be delayed without probable 
danger of grave harm until the dispensation can be obtained from 
competent authority (c. 1080) 

To grant permission for the celebration of the marriage of a Catholic 
with a person baptized in another Christian church or ecclesial 
communion (mixed religion permission) provided the provisions of 
canon 1125 are fulfilled (c. 1124) 

To grant permission for the celebration of the marriage of a Catholic 
with a catholic who has notoriously rejected the Catholic faith 
provided the conditions of canon 1125 are fulfilled (c. 1071)

As you are aware I must frequently review the situation of priests who 
have had allegations of misconduct placed against them- You know of my 
comments at the Spring Assembly for Priests where I indicated that even 
in those rare casea where some miniatry may be allowed/ I may still 
have to place some restrictions on that ministry. My concern is both to 
ensure that the integrity of the priesthood is upheld and to protect 
the diocese from any allegations of improper monitoring which might 
place persons at risk. 



I have pondered how best to proceed with decisions regarding your 
status and exercise of ministry.

In addition to those faculties which you already possess (e.g., to 
preach the word of God) , in order to facilitate the ministry you will 
perform as an assisting priest, I grant you the following faculties. 
These faculties are to be exercised only within the parish (es) to which 
you are appointed » 

To baptize persons who have reached the age of 14 without referring 
the matter to the diocesan bishop (c. 863) 

To administer the sacrament of confirmation to those persons who have 
attained the use of reason and whom you baptize (c» 883) 

To confirm those persons who have attained the use of reason and are 
already baptized in another church or ecclesial communion when 
you receive such persons into full communion (c. 884, §1) 

To celebrate the Eucharist/ for good reason, twice on weekdays and, as 
pastoral need requires, three times on Sundays and holydays of 
obligation (c . 905 , §2 ) 

To dispense in individual cases and far just cause, from the 
Eucharistic abstinence (c. 919) 

To hear confessions granted as an habitual faculty (c» 968) 

To remit, without the necessity of recourse, in the internal forum the 
latae aententiae penalty established by law for procuring a 
successful abortion 

To assist at marriages within the boundaries of the parish to which 
you are assigned (C, 1111) 

To dispense, even in cases which are not occult, all marriage 
impediments which the local ordinary may dispense when 
the need for the dispensation is discovered after everything has 
been prepared and the marriage cannot be delayed without probable 
danger of grave harm until the dispensation can be obtained from 
competent authority (c . 1080) 

To grant permission for the celebration of the marriage of a Catholic 
with a person baptized in another Christian church or ecclesial 
communion (mixed religion permission) provided the provisions of 
canon 1125 are fulfilled (c. 1124) 

To grant permission for the celebration of the marriage of a catholic 
with a Catholic who has notoriously rejected the Catholic faith 
provided the conditions of canon 1125 are fulfilled (c. 1071) 

To permit an individual baptized non-Catholic to receive the Eucharist 
within his/her own marriage ceremony. This permission is not to be 
given unless the conditions of canon 844 are met and does not 
include general permission to all non-catholics in attendance . 

To dispense, in individual cases and for a just cause, from the 

obligation to observe a holyday or day of penance, or to commute 
the obligation to some other pious work, (c, 1245)

1* Vou will continue in individual and/or group therapy with Dr. 

Termination of therapy is at the discretion of Dr. 
H||and with the consent of the Vicar for Clergy. 

2. The appropriate nursing home administrators and your immediate 
supervisors will be given full disclosure of your past history 
regarding sexual improprieties and the restrictions placed on your 
ministry * 

3. You will have no contact of any kind with minors outside of the 
nursing home settings. 

4. Within the nursing home settings, you are to refrain from any 
one on one contact with minors. This includes family of patients 
and residents and nursing home employees and their families. The 
only exceptions are in emergency situations or should you receive a 
request for the Sacrament of Penance. 

You are on notice that any violation of the trust placed in you by 
the request and administration of the Sacrament of Penance in these 
situations will result in canonical action against you. 

You are on notice that any violation by way of sexual misconduct 
with minors in the limited nursing home settings or in any other 
setting will result in the notification of the appropriate civil 
authorities by Archdiocesan officials. 

5. Any other ministry in which you are engaged must have the 
approval of the Archbishop and/or the Vicar for Clergy. The 
restrictions on the contact with minors applies in these situations 
also. 

6. Vou will cooperate with the monitor appointed by the Vicar for 
Clergy regarding oversight of compliance with these restrictions and 
conditions for ministry. 

7. Review of these restrictions and conditions for ministry will 
occur in June of 1997- It is your responsibility to initiate this 
review- 
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I have read and have been explained the conditions of ministry established by the Vicar for Clergy. 
( Page One ) I have also received a copy. I agree to abide by these instructions, I also have read 
and received a copy of the Monitoring Program for Priests dated April 1996.

I am writing this letter at Father Bandle's request to inform 
you of his status in his treatment group for men who have had 
sexual contact with minors. Father Bandle first approached me 
regarding treatment on June 28, 1993. After an evaluation, he 
joined an ongoing treatment group which meets weekly specifically 
addressing the inappropriate behavior through cognitive-behavioral 
techniques, as well as addressing other emotional and social issues 
which underpin that behavior. Father Bandle has faithfully 
attended these groups , missing on onl y a few occasions. He has 
actively participated in these groups* 

In addition to the treatment group, Father Bandle also has 
attended sessi ons specifically geared to priests in this 
predicament where issues of professional misconduct as well as 
issues regarding celibacy were addressed as part of their overall 
treatment . 

To date, Father Bandle's performance in treatment has been 
adequate, and he continues his efforts. I have talked with 
Archbishop Rembert Weakland and Father Bandle himself about the 
possibility of his returning to some form of active ministry. I 
have consequent 1 y begun to devel op ways to bui 1 d that effort into 
my treatment issues .
